f  ttf-^-^Y  friendly  reader,  I  truft,  will  find 
ll'^'^ll  fufficientexcufeformy  negleding  a 
^^  ^  *§••$•  continuation  of  this  narrative  fo  much 
«|*4'4"$"l'^  longer  than  the  public  may  havejuftly 
•^•*"^'§"^'*-  cxpedled,  when  he  has  read  the  fd- 
lowing  account  of  the  affair,  and  finds  what  ImuR: 
have  conftantly  had  to  fill  up  my  time,  and  tho'ts, 
befides  the  ordinary  work  of  ray  miniftry,  and  the 
neceffary  cares  and  avocations  for  the  fupport  of  a 
numerous  family,without  ray  faying  any  thing  more 
in  a  way  of  apology  for  myfelf ;  cfpecially  if  he  alfo 
confiders,  that  the  whole  has  lain  upon  me,  and 
that  it  has  not  been  in  my  power  to  admit  i.  part- 
ner that  could  at  all  eafe  me  of  the  principal  weight 
and  burthen  of  it. 

I  have  feen  much  of  the  loving  kindnefs  and 
faithfulnefs  of  God  in  fupporting  me  under 
various  triajs,  and  directing  my  way  hitherto,  till 
the  plan  appears  fo  nearly  accomplifhed,  and  the 
profpcdts,  thereby  exhibited;  of  more  cxtenfive  ufe* 
A  2  fulncfs^ 
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fi3ln:ers,  thaft- Wfti  at  fir  ft  bought  of,  ^pear  to  bt 
very  encouraging. 

I  am  greatly  miftaken  if  I  have  not  been  enabled 
to  commit  my  way  unto  the  Lord,  and  trull  in  hiiw 
to  bring.to^afs  tjhat  whejeby  he  fhould  be  glorified, 
^nd  his  own  caufc.and  kingdom  adv^ticbd  ih  the 
earth :  I  truft  alfo,  I  have  found,  according  to 
Kis  word;  tKat  hc  has  dire(5ted:  my  pat4is,  (lep  by 
ilep,  in  the  profecution  pf  it  bitKerto,  And  T 
think  I  have  partly  learnt,  that  thcne  is  nothing  more 
remaining  for  me  to  do,  than  in  the  capacity  of  a 
Jcrvant,  to  follow  him,  without  fear,  whenever  he 
docs,  by  word,  or  providence,  point  out  rpiy  way 
for  me :  and  that  all  devices,  and  endeavours,  di- 
verfe  from  his  counfels,  are,  and  will  be  vain  and 
fruitkfs  :  and  if  the  event  Ihall  prove  that  I  have 
done  right,  zni  the  fuccefs  fhall  be  according 
to  my  hopes,  I  know  for  certain,  that  aone  of  the 
l^lory  of  it  will  belong  to  me,  but  to  Crod  aloney. 
who  has  chofen  an  inftrument,  for  thi^s  purpofe, 
from  an6ong  thoufands  better  qualified  by  nature, 
and  grace,  and  he  has  don«  it  that  hc  might  have 
occafion  tO  (hew  the  excellency  of  his  own  glonouis 
perfetStions,  in  accomplifbing  the  defigns  of  his 
grace  Hereby,  and  thus  fecure  all  the  glory  to  hin^^ 
ftlf  alone. 

The  fmiles  of  heaven  upon  this  fchool  were  fuchj 
ah  the  collet  ions  made  for  it,  and  the  general  ap-* 
probation  of  my  plan,  the  progrefs  of  the  defign 
thereupon,  the  increafe  of  my  number,  and  the 
profpcft  that  fuj-ther  refources  would  be  found  for 
the  fupport  of  a  yet  greater  number,  that  it  ap- 
jpear'd  quite  neceflary  to  build  to  accommodate 
the  fame  -,  and  the  plan  which  I  laid  for  this  pur*, 
toofe,  was  to  fecure  a  fufficient  trad  of  good  land, 
for  the  only  ufc  and  beritlit  of  the  fchool ;  and 

that 
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tliat  the  Englifh  charity  Scholars  fliould  be  le4- 
tp  turn  their  exercifes,  for  the  relaxation  of 
their  tninds  from  their  ftudies,  and  for  the  prefer- 
vation  of  health,  from  juch  exercifes  as  have  been 
frequently  ufedby  rtudents,  forthefe  purpofcs,  but 
are  otherwife  wholly  ufelefs  aad  unprofitable,  to 
fuch  manual  labour  as  migh't  be  fubferyicnt  to  thcf 
iupport  of  the  fchool,  and  alfo  ferve,  in  an  eafjc 
and  naqufal  way,  to  invite  and  draw  the  Indian  chil- 
dren of  the  fchool,  to  the  love,  efteem,  and  under- 
ftanding  of  that  which  will  be  neceflary  for  them; 
in  civilized  life  5  and  fo,  by  the  pradlic6  and  exam- 
ple of  Engliih  (cbolars,  effecluaMy  remove  thtf 
deep  prejudices,  founiverfally  in  the  minds  of  the 
Indians,  againft  their  men*s  cultivating  lands,  or  go^ 
ing  into  the  bufinefs  of  hulbandry.  And  I  appre-r 
hend,  that  by  this  means,  EngUfii  youth  would 
have  a  further  advantage,  fubfervient  to  the  bu(t» 
nefs  of  a  mifllon,  by  l)eing  inured  to,  and  pcrfedr 
ed  in,  the  underftanding  of  that  which -will  be  nc* 
ceflary  for  their  own  comfort,  as^^tvell  as  their  pro- 
moting civilization  among  the  favages,  which  will 
be  one  branch  of  their  bufinefs  araon^  them,  and 
that  without  which  they  muft  unavoidably  perilh 
from  this  continent,  and  that  very  fwiftly  too,  if 
population  by  the  Englifh  on  their  borders  purfu.c$ 
fchem  as  it  has  done  of  late  years  j  by  which  mean-s 
their  wild  game  is  deftroyed,  or  driven  from  them^ 
which  has  been,  and  is,  their  principal  dependanee 
for  fubfifi-ancc,  and  therefore  they  are  forced  to 
remove,  from  time  to  time,  further  back  into  the 
wildernefs  for  the  benefit  of  hunting. 

I  was,  and  am  ftill,  as  much  as  ever,  perfwade4 
that,  as  fuch  exercifes  are  agreable  to  the  original 
conftitution  pl'an'd  by  God  himfelf,  and  muft  be 
appiovcd  by  reafon,  as  well  as  fcripturc,  and  hss 
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liadtVe  teftimony  offo  many  gentlemen  of  cfea- 
radcr,  who  have  made  the  trial  for  their  own  health, 
and  found  the  benefit  of  it,  f©  it  rnay  be  made  re- 
putable for  the  youth  of  this  fenninary,  and  efpcci- 
ally  as  it  is  in  itfelf  an  inftitution  of  charity. 

The  necefllty  of  building,  and  alfo  that  I  pro- 
pofed  to  fix  it  at  any  diflance  where  the  defign 
might  be  bed  ferved  by  it,became  publicklyknown, 
whereupon  great  numbers  in  Connedicut,  and  in 
neighbouring  provinces,  made  generous  offers  to 
invite  the  fettlemcnt  of  it  in  their  refpe(5live  places. 
Jn  which  affair  I  employed  proper  agents,  to  view  the 
feveral  fituations  propofed,  and  hear  the  feveral  ar- 
guments, and  reafons  that  might  be  offered  by  the 
follicitors  for  it^  and  make  a  faithful  report  of -the 
fame. 

The  magiftracy  of  the  city  of  Albany  offef'd  an 
inter&'fl:  eftimated  ^t  ^.  2300  fterling,  befides  pri- 
yafs  donations,  which,  it  was  fuppofed,  would  fee 
large,  to  6>;  it  in  that  city. 

Several  other  generous  offers  were  made  to  ^x 
it  in  that  vicinity.  His  Excellency,  Sir  Francis 
Bernard,  Baronet,  governor  of  the  Province  of  the 
Malfachufetts-Bay,  in  company  with  two  others, 
offered  two  thoufand  acres  of  good  land  in  a  central 
town  in  the  councy  of  Berkfhire  in  faid  province. 
'Jo  which  were  added  feveral  other  donations  a- 
mounting  in  the  whole  to  2800  acres  of  land,  and  a 
Tubfcription  faid  to  be  about  ;^.  8ooflerling.  Alfo, 
generous  offers  were  made  to  invite  it  to  S[ocI<- 
.bridge,  and  other  towns  in  that  province. 

Several  generous  offers  were  made  by  part-icular 
ftowns  and  pariflies  in  the  colony  of  Connedicur, 
.and  particularly  10  continue  it  where  it  had  its  rife, 
^ut  the  country  being  fa  filled  up  with  inhabitants, 
,h  w^  not  pradicabk  to  get  fo  large  a  trad  of  lands 

as 
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as  was  thouglit  to  be  moft  cOHvenicnt  and  ukM, 
for  it  in  ihofe  old  fettlements." 

But  it  IS  not  neceflary  I  fhoiild  be  fo  particular 
in  my  aceoant  of  thefe,  as,  for  weighty  reafons,  I 
(kail  be  in  the  account  of  thofc  donations,  made 
by  fubfcrlption,  to  invite  thefcttlcmentof  it  in  Ha- 
novir  in  I^ew-Hamp(hire,  in  which  the  quantity  of 
lands  mentioned,  are  no  certain  rule  by  which  we 
may  jadge  of  the  true  value  of  the  fame;  the  qua- 
lity and  fituation  of  feme  feeing  fo  much  prefera- 
ble to  others.  And  the  fums  here  entered  in  fter- 
Img  money,  are  in  general  promifed  to  be  paid  in 
labour,  lands,  materials  for  building,  and  other 
provifions  for  the  fchool,  and  at  fuch  feveral  tim€s 
as  beft  fuitedthc  circumftances  of  the  fubfcribcrs. 
And  they  are  asfpllow,  viz.  "-

N.  B.  The  lands  Tabfcribcd  (incIuGve  of  the  townfhip  grjBte4 
by  Charter)  amount  to  absut  44  000  »crei.  And  the  fai»s  to 
be  paid  io  laads,  proriHans,  materials  for  buildiog,  &c.  to  aboat 
£  340  Sterling.  And  as  th.'re  are  fome  of  the  fubfcriberi  who 
have  DOt  as  jret  gireo  deeds  of  lands  by  them  fubfcribed^  it  is 
(kflred  they  would  take  the  earlied  opportanity  for  that  purpofe, 
as  the  conditions  thereof  are  Eow  faithfully  performed  od  the 
pirt  of  the  college  aod  fchool.  And  it  is  alfo  hoped  that  thefe 
who  h»ve  fubfcribed  labour,  &c.  for  the  beacfit  of  th€  ioflifutioo, 
will  be  puaflual  io  performing  the  fame,  as  there  will  likely  nc- 
▼.er  be  an  opportanity  when  the  fame  will  be  more  neceflVry* 
and  the  true  defig^o  of  the  fubfcribers  belter  aofwcred  thaa  oow, 
tphile  it  is  ftiuggliog  io  its  infaocy. 
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T|ie  dct^rroihation  of  the  fite  of  this  fchool  now 
appeared  to  be  an  affair  To  public,  and  (o  importants 
and  that  in  which  Co  many  gentlemen  of  charafler 
were  now  interefted,  and  therefore  fo  delicate,  that 
I  could  not  think  it  prudent  to  attempt  ic  n^yfelf, 
but  to  refe^r  it  wholly  to  the  decifion  and  determina- 
tion of  the  honourable  truft  in  England,  who  had 
condefccnded  to  patronize  i-h.e  iriftitutjon  by  be- 
coming furety  to  the  generous  donors  for  the  due 
application  of  the  monies  collided  in  South-Briraia 
for  the  only  ufe  and  benefit  of  it',  and  according- 
ly I  faithfully  reprefcnted  to  them  the  cafe,  and 
^]\  the  reafons  which  were  offered  in  favour  of  ihtj 
rcfpeflive  places  to  which  it  v;as  invited,  in  order 
iuiiy  to  enable  them  underilandingly  to  give  the 
preference,  and  determined  to  Jbe  governed  myfelf 
wholly  by  their  determination  thereon.  In  eonfc- 
quence  of  which  for  many  weighty  reafons  they 
gave  the  preference  to  the  weftern  part  of  the  pro? 
yincfe  of  New-Hampfhire,  on  Connedieuc  river, 
and  determined  that  to  be  the  place  for  ix. 

My  next  bufmefs  was  tofccure  the  generous  do- 
nations made  to  it  infaid  province.  And  in  order 
rhereto,  having  confultcd  the  principal  gentlemen 
of  the  law,  in  this  and  the  neighbouring  pro- 
vinces, who  UHanjmou^y  advifed  that  an  incorpo- 
ration, if  it  could  be  obtaifted,  was  the  only  cowrfe 
I  could  take  that  v/ould  be  fafe  tor  the  inftitution, 
efpecially  in  bad  times,  the  only  thing  that  could 
jnfpire  fufficient  confidence  in  the  donors,  or  fatisfy 
the  public^  and  fecure  myfelf' and  the  inRitution 
from  reproach,  and  fuch  flanders  as  it  muft  other- 
wife  be  unavoidably  expofed  to  from  its  enemies 
jn  future  times,  I  therefore  fixed  upon  this  as 
B:y  next  and  immediate  object. 

But  fuch  had  been  the  vigilance,  plots,  and  de- 
vices 
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Ir-lces  of  fome  potent  enemies  at  Jl  diftanee  agalnft 
if,  and  fuch  they  had  given  reafon  to  fear  would 
again  be  their  endeavour,  as  foon  as  the  dclign  of 
an  incorpdration  fhould  be  known,  and  fuch  the 
prcfent  diftempered  ftate  6f  the  nation,  and  of 
thefe  colonies  in  particular,  that  it  wss  therefore 
thought  prudent  i6  purfye  it  with,  all  convenient 
fpeed,  find  in  a  way  that  would  as  little  expofe  the 
defign  to  the  pleafure  of  its  enemies,  as  might  be. 

And  divine  providence  took  a  courfe  to  prepare 
the  way  for  the  accomplilhing  this,  without  th6 
danger  that  was  feared,  which  at  firft  was  quite 
out  of  my  fight  ♦,  for  in  February,  iy6g,  when 
there  vras  a  fpecial  feafon  of  the  outpouring  of  the 
fpirit  of  God  upon  my  people,  and  alfo  upon  the 
fchool;  great  numbers  in  the  parilh  and  fchool  ap- 
peared to  be  under  great  religious  impreffions. 
The  Indian  children  appeared  to  have  a,  growing 
concern  for  their  eternal  falvation,  and  my  hopes 
were  m^ore  than  ever  raifed,  that  I  Ihould  foon  fee 
the  good  effe6ls  of  it,  in  a  number  of  inftances. 
At  this  time  two  nhen  of  note  in  the  Onoida  tribe 
were  fent  down  for  fix  of  the  principal  children  of 
that  nation.  They  told  me  they  came  by  the  ad- 
vice and  approbation  of  the  tribe,  fnanifefted  and 
given  in  a  public  rfieeting  of  that  party,  who  were 
called  together  for  that  purpofe  j  and  for  this  only 
reafon,  to  make  a  vifit  to  their  parents.  Their 
coming  at  fuch  a  feafon  of  the  year^  without  the 
leau  ^  .vvious  notice  given  of  it,  to  take  their 
children  home,  on  foot,  at  fuch  a  diftancc,  when 
travelling  was  fo  difficult,  and  efpecially  at  fuch  a 
feafon  of  fpecial  manifeftationof  divine  grace,  on 
account  of  which  their  contiauance  feemed  to  be 
of  the  greateft  importance  to  their  eternal  falva- 
tion, appeared  to  be^he  wo^^kof  the  great  enemy 

indeed  I 
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indeed  1  and  God's  permitting  it  to  be  fo,  feemeJ^ 
to  have  am  oft  dark  and  threatning  afpedl  upon  the 
great  defign.     And  notwithftanding   they   en-dea- 
voured  to  make  their  reafons  as  credible  and   for- 
cible as  they  could,  by  reprefenting  the  apprehen- 
fions  that  one  of  the  parents  had,  that  by  reafon 
of  his  great  age,  his  life  was  near  its  end,  the  ne- 
cefllty  of  another  on  account  of  lamenefs,  and  the 
fickncfs  of  another,  &c.  and  the  queen,  who  is  a 
widow,  defired  it  as   a  favour    that  her  little  fon 
might  be  allowed  to  make  her  a  vifit  with  the    reft, 
and  with  all,  profefied  a  full  purpofc  to  fend  their 
children  back,  again  to  fchbolasfoon  as    they  had 
made  the  vifit  propofcd  •,  yet    I  was    not   fatisfied 
that  they  had  difclofed  to  me  the  true  and  govern- 
ing motives  to  their  coming  on    fuch    an  errand; 
nor  am  I  yet  fully    fatisfied  what    they   were,  bu-t 
the  moft  charitable  conclufion  I    could  make   was 
from  fomething  I  afterwards  heard,  viz.  that    the 
nations  were   all    under   apprch^nnons   that   they 
were  juft  on  the  eve  of  a  general -war  with  the  Eng- 
lish, and  therefore  not  willing  their  children  ftiould 
be  with  the  Engliib  at  fuch  a  time.    They  founded 
this  perfwafion  upon  dreams   of  fome  great   men, 
iioi fes  m  the  air.  &c.  which  they   have  received  by 
tradition  to  be    certain  prognoses  of  fuch  €vent. 
There  had  moreover,  as  I  was    informed,  a  little 
before  been  a  war  belt  fent  through  the   Six   Na- 
tions,   on   the  fame    prevailing   apprehenfions   a- 
raong  fome'  diftant  tribes.       But  whatever  Were 
their  motives,  or  from  what  quarter  foever  infpired, 
after  fome  time  this  providence  which  had  appear- 
ed   fo  exceeding    dark  and   threatning  upon   my 
fchool    began  to  wear  quite  another  afpe(?l:,   aad 
Teemed  to  be  analogous  to  other  inftances  of  God's 
faithfulnefs  and  fatherly  loving  kindncfs  towards  it. 
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And  that  cfpecially  in  thefe  refpcifls, 

Firft,  when  1  received  the  determination  of  my 
honor'd  patrons  of  the  place  for  the  fchool,  I  then 
faw  i-t  would  have  been  neceflary  to  have  dirmified 
the  mod  of  my  Indian  children  from  the  fchool,  and 
thofe  in  particular,  they  being  fmall,  if  they  had  not 
been  already  gone,  while  I  was  purfuing  thedefign 
before  me,  as  I  fliould  be  obliged  to  be  a  great  part 
of  rny  time  abroad,  and  unable  to  takecare  of  them, 
till  I  had  made  provifion  for,  and  fettled  my  fami- 
ly and  fchool  in  the  wilderncfs}  but  it  V^ould  have 
been  d  fficult,  if  not  impo0ib!c  tor  me  to  have 
feat  them  home  myfe^f,  vvithoutdifclofing  the  rea* 
fons  of  it  \  but  that  was  now  done  to  my  hand, 
and  done  in  the  belt  manner  to  infpire  carclefnefs 
and  fecurity  in  the  enemies  of  this  fchool.  And 
aot  only  fo,  but  I  began  to  be  fully  convinced,  by 
many  weighty  reafons,  that  a  greater  proportion 
of  Englilh  youth,  muft  be  prepared  for  mifliona- 
ries  to  take  entirely  the  lead  of  the  affairs  in  the 
wildernefs,  and  hereby  providence  had  made  way 
for  the  admifllon  of  fueh  in  the  room  of  thofe  which 
were  gone,  and  that  without  any  danger,  or  in* 
conveaiency  at  all  on  account  of  my  abfenee,  whick 
accordingly  I  cfFcded. 

Moreover,  on  thefe  children's  leaving  the  fchool, 
which  v/as  before  the  determination  of  the  fite  for 
it  by  the  Hon.  Trudj  was  known,  a  report  fprcad 
far  and  wide,  and  gained  credit  with  many,  that 
my  fchool  was  coming  to  nothing  :  Which  report 
appeared  to  be  favourable  indeed, and  as  tho*  provi- 
dence had  plan'd  the  whole,  for  thcfafety  and  fuc- 
cefs  of  the  defign.  I  alfo  found  it  expedient  to 
fend  home  the  reft  of  the  children  of  the  Six  Nati- 
ons, whifch  did  not  at  all  leffen  fuch  appehenfions 
as  had  beqn  conceived  of  it,  as  ih*  fending  of  thefe 
C  away 
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away  was  generally  fuppofed  to  be  on  account  of 
my  difcouragements  in  the  affair.  But  how  much 
influence  this  had,  or  whether  any  at  ail- to  prevent 
fuch  efforts  agaiNlt  ms,  ^s  were  teared  and  cxped- 
ed  in  the  aecomplifhment  of  the  dcfign  of  a 
charter,  I  cant  fay,  but  fo  it  was,  the  whole  was 
done  without  any  opposition  at    all. 

But  however  thefe  things  were,  I  have  view'd- 
th-efe  &  a  chain  of  other  providences  of  God  in  fuch 
a  connexion,  and  they  have  appeared  in  fuch  a 
light,  as  has  given  me  lenfible  pleafurc  and  fatisfac- 
tion  :  and  I  think  they  exhibit  no  matter  or  ground 
of  difcouragemcnt  at  all,  but  the  contrary.  I  have 
fpoken  the  larger  and  more  particularly  upon  this' 
head,  and  (hall  yet  haveoccafion  to  fay  fomething 
furcher  upon  ir,  to  remove  the  mifapprehenfions 
which  fome  have  conceived,  that  on  account  of 
the  aforementioned  unintelligible  events,  and  ft  mcr 
other  difcouragemcnts  which  I  have  met  with  in 
my  endeavours  to  chriftianize  the  Indians,  I  have 
in  whole,  or  in  part  changed  my  obje<51:  from  the 
Indians  to  the  Englifh,  and  am,  at  lead  in  parr,- 
perverting  the  collections  which  were  facred  to  the 
onrly  purpofe  of  chriftianizing  the  pagans.  And  I 
truftl  fhall  be  able  to  fatisfy  al',  who  a*-©  willing 
to  be  fatisfi^d,  that  I  have  invariably  kept  the 
famcobie<5t  in  view,  and  have  followed  the  pleineft 
deflates  of  reafon,  icripture  and  providence,  in 
every  ftep  I  have  taken  in  the  profccuiion  of  it. 
And  I  truff,  if  I  may  bt  lb  happy  as  to  fet  this  af- 
fai-rinits  trtae  light,  though  fome  things  have  been 
uncomfortable,  yet  the  friends  of  Zion  will  find 
occafion  for  renewed  praifes,  and  thankfgivings  to 
God,  that  he  has  not  left  off,  nor  abated  his  for- 
mer loving  kindncfs  towards  this  inftitution. 

The  moft  melancholly  part  of  the  account  which 

I  have 
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i  hav-e  here  to  relate,  and  which  has  occafioned  me 
the  greatcft  weight  of  for  row,  has  been  the  bad 
conduct,  and  behaviour  of  fuch  as. have  been  e-du- 
catcd  here,  after  they  h;ivc  lefc  the  fchool,  and  been 
put  into  bufinefs  abroad  :  and  it  is  that  from  which, 
I  think/I  had  the  fullcll  evidence  that  a  greater 
proportion  of  Englifh  youths  mutt  be  firted  far 
miffionarics;  and  enough  of  them  to  take  the  lead 
intireiy,  and  condudthe  whole  affair  of  chriftian- 
izing  and  civilizing  the  •faveges,  without  any  de- 
pendance  upon  their  own  fons,  as  leaders,  in  this 
matter,  or  any  further,  than  they  a^re  employed  un- 
der the  immediate  infpeftion  and  diredion  of 
Englifhmen. 

It  is  w  =  th  regret  I  give  the  aecoimr,  I  fhould 
gladly  fupprefs  th'S  part  of  it,  did  not  juftice  to  the 
public,  and  the  vindication  of  my  own  con<lu(5l  in 
the  affair  require  it. 

Among  thofe  whom  I  have  educated,  there  have 
been  near  forty  who  were  good  reader?,  and  wri- 
ters, and  were  inftrufled  in  the  principles  of  the 
cisrijVian  religion,  as  their  age,  and  time  would 
admit,  and  wefc  fufficiently  mailers  of  Englifh. 
grammar,  arithmetic,  and  a  number  of  them  con- 
fiderably  advanced  in  iheJ^nowledge  of  Greek  and 
Latin,  and  one  of  them  carried  through  college, 
and  was  a  good  fcholar,  and  others  carried  through 
a  courfe  of  learning  with  not  lefsexpence  for  each 
of  them,  than  would  have  been  neceffary  to 
have  fupported  an  Englifh  youth  through  a 
courie  of  collegiate  ftudies,  and  they  have  gene- 
rally behaved  well  while  they  were  with  me,  and 
left  my  fchool  with  fair  and  unblem.fhed  charac- 
ters, and  under  the  influence  of  every  motive  I 
could  fet  before  them,  and  enforce  upon  them  to 
induce  them,  to  a  good  improvement  of  thediftin- 
C  2  guifhing 
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guifhing  talents  which  God  had  committed  to  them, 
and  many  of  them  have  gone  immediately  from  my 
ichool  into  good,  and  reputable  bufinefs,  and  fuch 
bufinefs  as  they  were  equal  to,  and  generally  to 
ferve  as  fchool  matters,  but  feme  as  interpreters, 
Src.  and  nothing  has^  prevented  their  being  im- 
ployed  ufefuliy,  and  reputably  in  vartous  ca- 
jpaeitie-s  till  this  day,  but  their  want  of  fortitude 
to  refift  the  power  of  thofe  fafhionable  vices  which 
were  rampant  amohg  alt  their  tribes.  The  cur- 
rent is  too  ftrong,  and  is  tenfold  more  fo  by  re.ifon 
of  the  united  force  of  fuch  wickec5  dealers  as  are 
smaking  great  gain  to  ihcmfelves  by  the  fwift  de- 
flrudlion  of  the  poor  favages  ;  and  by  this  means 
the  progrefs  of  this  defign  has  been  retarded,  and 
the  raifed  hopes  of  many,  which  we-r-e  founded  on 
thofe  encouraging  profpe(Ss  have  been  difappointed, 
for  of  all  the  number  beforementioned,  I  dont  hear 
of  more  thas  half  who  have  preferved  their  cha- 
rafters  wnftain'd,  cither  by  a  courfe  of  intempe- 
rance or  uncleannefs,  or  both  ;  and  fome  who  on 
account  of  their  parts,  and  learning,  bid  the  faireft 
for  ufefulncfs,  are  funk  down  into  as  low,  favage, 
and  brutifli  i.  manner  of  living  as  they  were  in  be- 
fore any  endeavours  were  ufed  with  them  to  raife 
them  up ;  and  there  are  f©me  of  whom  I  did,  and 
do  ftill  entertain  hope  that  they  were  reallv  thefub-~ 
jefts  of  God's  grace,  who  have  not  wholly  kept  their 
garments  unfpotted  amongft  the  pots.  And  fix  of 
thofe  who  did  preferve  a  good  charader,  arc  now 
dead. 

And  when  I  confider  the  complaints  of  the  moft 
able  mifTionaries  of  infuperable  difRculfies  of  this 
kind,  and  from  the  fame  quarter — the  dtfcouragc- 
mtnts  of  dear  Mr.  Brainard  on  this  account,  who 
lias  almoft  worn  eut  his  life  in  that  fervice — and 
-'     -   ■  that 
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that  the  effjrts  which  VTr.  Kirtland  made  to  {lo{» 
the  cuTcnt  of  thefe  evils  among  his  party  were  at 
the  peril  of  his  life  ;  and  the  great  difficulty  he 
finds  to  maintain  the  reformation  which  he  gained 
by  the  blenfing  of  God  there,  and  this  notwith- 
ftanding  the  concurring  help  and  aiTiilancc  which 
he  had,  and  ftili  has,  by  a  number  ot  his  fpiritual 
children,  and  that  he  was  himfclf  upon  the  fpor, 
and  in  h'gh  edeem  among  them,  as  a  friend,  and 
father,  I  think  it  not  fo  much  to  be  wondered  at 
that  their  own  children  wlio  arc  yet  necelTarily  un- 
der the  influence  of  parents  and  fupericrs,  &c. 
fliould  not  be  able  to  refill  foch  oppoficion,  awd 
withftand  fuch  great  temptations,  as  they  muft  un- 
avoidably have  to  encounter  in  reforming,  or  only 
refufing  their  compliance,  with  fuch  evils  as  are 
fafhionable  and  reputable  among  them,  and  which 
the  general  pradlice  of  all  about  them  had  made 
familiar  to  them  from  their  mother's  womb. 

Thefe  youth  have  general, y  done  \veU  in  their 
fchools  for  one  feafon,  or  till  their  fchools  have  been 
broken  up  by  a  hunting  tour,  or  ^y  fome  public 
congrcfs  i  but  I  have  feldom  known  an  inllance  of 
their  collefting  their  children,  and  reviving  their 
fchools  after  they  have  been  fo  broken  up — ^the 
youth  themfelves  fecm  to  be  fo  confcious  of  their 
own  unworthy  behaviour,  or  their  not  having  an- 
fwered  my  expedtations,  that  they  appear  fhy  ©f 
me,  and  of  fuch  as  I  have  fent  among  them  ;  in- 
fomuch  that  the  kindeft  invitations  will  fcarcely 
ppevail  upon  them  to  return  to  my  houfe. 

Thefe  are  fome  of  the  fa<^s  which  have  fully 
convinced  me  of  an  abfolute  neceffity  of  fending 
wcll-chofenEnglifh  youths  on  this  errand.  But  a 
fupply  of  fuch  have  not  appeared,  nor  are  they 
to  be  had  upon  this  continent,  at  any  cheaper  rate 

than 
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than  by  chufing  the  perfons,  and  cdueating  them  for 
the  very  purpofe. 

li  may  be  proper  here  to  add,  what  I  take  to  be 
weTf^novvn  in  this  country,  that  feveral  funds  ap- 
propriated to  this  ufe,  have  been  either  wholly,  or 
in  a  great  part,  unimproved  for  many  years  for 
want  of  youth  properly  qualified  for  ihe  fervice, 
and  willing  to  enter  upon  it.  And  nothing  ap- 
pears to  inipire  a  hope  that  this  difficulty  will  be 
removed,  unlefs  in  the  way  here  propofed  :  aad  I 
may  add,  that  c-he  time  fordoing  any  thmg  effec- 
tual for  the 'help  of  the  favages,  and  efpecially  for 
the  Six  Nations,  is  probably,  and  in  the  opinion  of 
the  bell  judges,  very  fhort  :  they  evidently  appear 
to  be  in,  and  very  far  gone  already  by,  a  quick  con- 
fumption,  they  are  wafting  like  a  morning  dew. 
They,  and  efpecially  ihc  Moback  nation,  are  redu- 
ced to  a  fmall  'njumber,  ccmpared  to  what  they 
were  a  few  years  ago.  And  very  fimilar  to  theci 
is  the  cafe  of  all  their  tribes,  fo  far  as  the  means 
of  this  confurnption  extend,  excepting  thofe  who 
hayebscn  prevented,  and  reftrained,  by^thc  fcfo- 
iution,  and  vigilance  of  their  mifijonaries.' 

Thefc  poor  ftupid  creatures,  while  they  live  a- 
lone,  that  is,  withov:t  ihoic  among  them  who  are 
trapable  to  fee,  and  faithful  to  prevent  the  evils  and 
mifchiefs  that  threaten  them,  are  fadly  expoied, 
(not  with  [landing  any  v/hollbme  laws  that  may  be 
provided  in  tl>€  cafe)  to  be  preyed  upon,  and  con- 
fumed,  by  fuch  dealers,  as  arc  purchafing,  or  ra- 
ther ftealing  their  lives  from  them  with  fpiritou? 
liquors.  By  this  means  many  murders  are  com- 
mitted, many  perifli,  or  get  their  death  in  their 
drunkennefs,  children  negleflcd,  pregnant  women 
mifcarry,  and  all  they  have  got  by  hunting  for 
the  fupport  of  their  families,  fold  and  facrifieed   to 
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th^ir  ungovernable  appetites,  which  will  prefcri'be 
IK)  bounds,  nor  admit  any  rcftraints,  till  a  total  in- 
ability to  purchafe  more  liquor,  does  it  for  them. 

This,  with  their  idlerfefs,  and  univerfalavfrfion 
to  cultivate  ihcir  lands,  which  I  fuggefted  before,' 
muil  unavoidably  haften  their  de(Truclion,  and 
efpecial^y  as  the  Englilli  fettlcments  will  iik-ely  be' 
following  c!9re  after  them,  as  fa  ft  as  the  Indians 
remove  back  into  the  wildcrnefs,  aisd  I  tear  I  fhall 
not  be  fufpeded  to  be  too  uncharitable,  if  I  men- 
tion one  thing  more  which  much  increales  theprof- 
pcd  of  their  ruinjunlefs  there  be  a  remedy  fpeediJy 
provided,  and  that  is  that  many  of  the  white  peo- 
ple, who  are  fettling  on  fome  part  of  their  borders, 
need  chriftianizing  nearly  as  much  as  the  Indi- 
ans themfelves.  And  at  prefent  nothing  appears 
but  the  country  will  be  fill'd  with  fuch  inhabitants, 
and  it  fo,  there  is  no  need  of  a  fpirit  of  prophecy  to 
forctel  nearly  what  their  influence  upon  the  favages 
will  be,  tfnlefs  there  be  thofe  among  them  who 
i"hall  have  ai^ility,  equal  to  the  difficulties  of  fuch  a 
cafe,  and  will  ad  the  friendly,  and  faithful  part  for 
them. 

And  what  expedient  can  be  devifed  more  likely, 
and  more  becoming  chriJiians,  to  remove  and  pre- 
vent thefe  evilsj  and  fave  the  poor  favages  from 
that  temporal  and  eternal  deftrudion  which  is  fo 
evidently  juft  at  their  door,  than  to  fill  their  coun- 
try as  faft  as  pofllble  with  learned,  zealous,  godly 
miflionariep,  who  may  unite  their  endeavours  in 
the  common  caufe,  and  fpiritually  ftrengthen  and 
encourage  one  another. 

Nothing  fliort  of  this  appears  to  have  a  human 
probability  of  effeding  the  great  end  propofed,  and 
it  appears  to  me  that  nothing  {hort  of  this  is  the 
duty  of  God's  people  to  attempt  at  fuch  a  crifis, 

and 
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aad  in  fuch  anextrenm,  and  almoft  defperate  cafe, 
unlefs  we  may  wait  for  the  return  of  miraculous 
operations  of  the  fpint  to  effed  it. 

Thde  hints  may  fuffice  to  reprefent  the  views  I 
had  and  ftill  have  of  the  cafe,  and  fugged  fome  of 
the  cunfiderations  which  have  had  a  governing  in- 
fluence upon  my  condudV,  And  I  am  for  many 
rcafons  nearly  perfwaded  that  G(.d,  who  has  gra- 
•cioofly  pointed  out  and  fuccecded  my  way  hitherto, 
witl  carry  this  plan  into  execution^  and  that  he  will 
yet  try  the  favages,  who  are  our  objeft  with  ftron- 
ger  means  than  they  have  ever  yet  in  general  had  ; 
and  I  hat  he  will  open  the  hearts  and  hands  of  hia 
people  to  provide  fupplicsfor  the  fame. 

1  truft  that  all  who  are  well  acquainted  with  this 
whole  affair,  and  competent  judges  of  the  fame, 
will  eRcem  the  reafons  I  have  ofFer'd  abundantly 
fufficicnt  to  juftify  my  determination,  that  the 
number  of  Englilh  mif^onaries  muft  be  enlarged. 

So  there  were  alfo  many  things  which,  upon  the 
mod  deliberate  view  and  confideration  of  the  cafe, 
I  could  not  but  underfland  to  be  openings,  and  a 
call  in  providence,  to  make  this  inftitution,  ftiil 
more  extenfively  ufeful,  than  was  at  firft  thought 
of  i  and  perpetuate  the  ufcfulnefs  of  it  when  there 
(hall  be  no  Indians  left  upon  the  continent  to  par- 
take of  the  benefit,  if  that  (hould  ever  be  the  cafe, 
and  this  without  the  leaft  impedirFient  or  difadvan- 
tage,  any  manner  of  way,  to  the  firfl:  objed  of  it. 
1  fuppofe  it  to  be  well  known  in  this  country, 

I.  That  there  is  at  this  day,  and  has  for  fome 
years  been,  a  great  want  of  youth  properly  fitted 
for^  and  incHn'd  to  enter  upon,  the  work  of  the  mi- 
niftry  among  the  Englifh,as  well  as  Ind-ans  :  per- 
haps there  is  not  now,  in  our  fcveral  colonies,  fo 
much  as  one  candidate  to  five  vacant  congregati- 
ons 
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tions  :  and  I  am  told,  by  thofc  whofc  aecount  t 
rely  upon,  that  there  are  in  this  vicinity,  that  is, 
in  this  part  of  the  country  which  is  now  fetthng, 
more  than  two  hundred  towns  already  chartered, 
fettled,  and  fettling,  which  do,  or  foon  will,  want 
mmifters.  And  it  appears  to  me  that  the  very  na- 
ture, conftitution,  and  defign  of  this  feminary  is 
peculiarly  favourable,  and  well  calculated  for  the 
Education  of  fuch,  as  it  is  an  inftitution  more  en- 
tirely of  a  religious  nature,  than  other  feminaries  in 
the  land,  as  by  the  very  conftitution  of  it,  real 
religion,  or  at  leaft,  a  foiemn,  and  credible  profef- 
fion  of  a  full  purpofe  of  heart,  fo  far  as  they  know 
themfelves,  wholly,  and  without  referve  to  devote 
themfelves  to  the  fervice  and  glory  of  the  Redeem- 
er in  the  world,  and  among  the  Indians,  if  he  in 
his  providence  (hall  open  a  door  for  it,  is  a  condi- 
tion of  admittance  into  this  fchool,  required  of  all 
Engli(h  charity  fcholars  j  nor  is  any  one  to  expert 
to  continue  in  It,  whofe  life  does  not  correfpond 
with  fuch  a  profeflJion. 

2.  There  have  been,  and  I  hope  are,  and  will  be* 
inftances  of  early  piety  in  youth  of  pregnant  parts, 
in  this  country,  and  efpceially  in  places  where  God 
has  mercifully  poured  out  a  fpirit  of  grace  upon  his 
people,  who  arc  prevented  an  education  only  for 
want  of  ability  to  bear  the  cxpenjce  of  it.  Such  I 
apprehend  may  foon  be  alTifted  in  this  feminary 
without  the  leaft  difadvantage  to  their  ftudies,  or 
the  leaft  dimination  of  the  fund  defigned  for  the 
Indians,  or  the  leaft  perverfion  of  the  defign  of  the 
pious  donors,  and  that  only  (after  the  example  of 
charity  fcholars)  by  turning  their  necefiTary  diverfi- 
ons  for  their  health,  from  fuch  exercifes  as  are  o- 
therwife  ufelefs,  and  unprofitable,  to  the  cuUivatioa 
of  chefe  lands,  or  other  manual  labouK 
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3-  ^^^  importance  of  fending  godly  and  faithful, 
as  well  as  learned  min'ifters  into  ihefe  parts  of  our 
xountry,  which  are,  and  likely  will  be,  (till,  the 
whole  continent  be  filled)  fettling  on  the  Indian 
borders,  as  faft  as  the  Indians  remove  back  into 
the  wildernefs-  The  importance  of  this  I  conceive 
to  be  very  great  to  the  comfort,  fuccefs,  and  well- 
being  of  tlic  Indian  millions,  as  well  as  to  the 
people  to  whom  they  may  be  fent.  And  this  I  fup- 
pofe  to  be  fo  evident  at  firft  view,  that  the  bare 
mentioning  of  it  is  fufficienr,  without  faying  more 
upon  ilie    head. 

With  thefe  views,  and  under  the  influence  of 
f  fuch  confideratiens  as  have  been  fuggefted,  my 
J  next  objed  was  now  to  obtain  fuch  an  incorpora- 
^  tion  as  would  effedually  fecure  the  generous  do- 
.'  Dations  made  to  this  fchool,  to  the  only  ufe  and 
;  defign  of  them,  and  as  would  alfo  be  reputable 
!  for  youth  who  may  receive  an  education  here,  with 
fa  view  to  their  public  fervice  in  the  churches  of 
FChriil,  and  accordingly  I  imployed  a  proper  agent 
I  to  folicit  his  ExcelleRcy  Gcverncr  fVentworth^  whom 
J  God  has  raifed  up  to  ferve  theinierefts  of  the  great 
Redeemer  in  his  province;  and  who  appears  to  be 
unwearied  in  doing  good,  and  by  him  have  ob- 
<  tamed  a  generous  charter,  by  the  name  of  DJRT- 
^MOmH  COLLEGE,  endowed  with  allthepow- 
j  ers,  and  privileges  of  a  univerfity,  with  which  this 
1  fchool  is  conneded,  and  to  which  it  is  defigned  to 
i  be  fubfervient,  and  is  by  faid  charter  inveftcd  with 
\  the  donations  made  to  it  in  faid  province  :  though 
'  the  fchool  itfelf  remains  under  the  fame  jurifdifti- 
^'  on  and  patronage  as  before. 

Bur  as  neither  the  honorable  truft  inEngland,  nor 
the  charter  had  fixed  upon  the  particular   town  or 
foot  on  which  the  buildings  ihould  bccre^ed. 
^  V/hcrcfore 
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Wherefore  to  eomplcat  the  matter,  as  foon  as 
the  ways,  andftreams  would  allow,  I  too.k  th«  Rev.) 
Mr.  Pomery,  and  Eiq;  Gilbert,  (a  gentleman  of 
known  ability  forfuch  a  purpofej  with  me  to  exa- 
mine thoroughly,  and  compare-  the  feveral  places 
propofed  within  the  limits  prefcribcd,  for  fifty  or. 
Cxty  miles  on,  or  near  faid  river  -,  and  to  hear  all 
the  reafons,  and  arguments  that  could  be  offered 
in  favour  @f  each  of  them,  in  which  fervice  we 
faithfully  fpent  eight  weeks.  And  in  confequence 
of  our  report,  and  reprefentation  .of  fads,  the 
truftces  unanimouliy  agreed  that  the  fouthwefterly 
corner  of  Hanover,  adjoining  upon  Lebanon  was 
the  place  above  any. other  to  fix  it  in  ;  and  thac 
for  many  reafons,  viz;.  'Tis  moft  central  on  the  ri- 
ver— and  moft-convenient  for  transportation  up  and 
down  upon  the  river— as  near  as  any  to  the  Indi- 
ans—convenient communication  with  Crown-Point 

on  Lake  Champlain -and   \ylth  Canada,    being^ 

lefs  than  fixty  miles  to ;thc  former,  and"  one  hun- 
dred and  forty  to  the  latter,  and  water  carriage  to 
each,  excepting  about  thirty  miles,  (as  they  fay) 
and  will  be  on  the  road  which  muftfoon  be  open-^ 
cd  from  portfmouth  to  Crown-Point— and  with.ii\ 
a  mile  of  the  only  convenient  place  for  a  bridge 
acrofs  faid  river.  The  fituation  is  on  a  beautiful 
plain,  the  foil  fertile  and  eafy  of  cultivation.  The 
tradb  on  which  the  college  is  fixed,  lying  moftly 
in  one  body,  and  convenient  for  itn prove rr^ent,  la 
the  towns  of  Hanover  and  Lebanon,  c©ntains  up^ 
wards  of  three  thouland  acres. 

After  I  had  finifhed  this  tour,  and  made  a  fliort 
Hay  at  home  to  fettle  fome  affairs-,  L returned  s- 
gain  into  the  wildernefs  zn  make  proviiion  for  the 
removal  and  fettlement  of  my  family  and  fchool 
there  before  winter.  I  arrived  in  Auguft,  and  foufld 
D  2  matters 
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matters  in  fuch  a  lituation  aisat  once  convinced  me 
of  the  neecflity  of  being  myfelt  upon  the  fpot. 
And  as  there-- was  no  houie  conveniently  near,  I 
inade  a  hutt  of  loggs  about  eighteen  feet  fquare, 
without  (lone,  brick,  glafs  or  nail,  and  with  30, 
40,  andfometimes  50  labourers,  appointed  to  their 
refpeflive  departments,  I  betook  myfelf  to  a  cana- 
paign.       :  '   "  ' 

I  fet  fome  to  diggiag  a  well,  and  others  to  build 
a  houfe  for  myfelf  and  family,  of  40  by  32  feet, 
and  one  ftory  high,  and  others  to  build  a  houfe 
for  my  ftuderits  of  80  by  32,  and  two  ftories  high. 
They  had  fo  near  finiQied  my  houfe,  that  by  ad- 
vice of  principal  workmen,  I  fent  for  my  family 
and  ftudents,  -but  when  they  had  dug  one  well  of 
63  feet,  and  another  of  40,  and  found  no  profpe^ 
of  water,  and  1  had  found  it  therefore  neceflary  to 
Temove  the  buildings,  I  ferit  to  ftop  my  family, 
and  try'd  for  water  in  fix  feveral  places,  between 
40  and  70  rods,  and  found  fupply  for  both  build- 
ings—I  took  my  houfe  down  and  removed  it 
about  70  rods.  The  meflage  I  fent  to  my  family 
proved  not  feafonable  to  prevent  their  fetting  out— 
they  arrived  with  near  thirty  ftudents;  I  houfcd 
my  ftuff,  with  my  wife,  and  the  females  of  my 
family  in  mv  hutt — my  fons  and  ftudents  made 
booths  &  beds  of  hemlock  boughs,  and  in  this  fitu- 
ation  we  continued  about  a  month, till  the  29th  day 
bf  Odlober,  when  I  removed  with  my  fami'y  into  my 
houfe.     And  though   the  feafon  had   been   cold, 

With  ftorms  of  rain  and  fnow— -two   faw-milli 

failed,  on  which  I  had  chief  dcpcndance  for  boards, 
&c.  and  a  feries  of  other  trying  difappointments, 
yet  by  the  pure  mercy  of  God,  the  fcene  changed 
Jor  the  better  in  every  refpeft — the  weather  uncom- 
imonly  favourable— new  Tcfotjrccs  for  the  fupply 

of 
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oF  boards,  &e.  till  itiy  houfe  was  m^de -warm,  And 
comfortable-^- — a  fchool- houfe  built,  and  fo  many 
rooms  in  the  college  made  quite  comfortable,  as 
were  fufficient  for  the  ftudents  which  were  with 
me  ;  in  which  they  find  the  pleafure,  and  profit  of 
fuch  a  folitude  ;  and  fince  the  fettlement  of  the  af- 
fair all,  without  exception,  are  fuffjciently  ingagcd 
in  their  ftudies. 

But  that  which  crowns  all,  is,  the  manifefl  to- 
kens of  th<;  gracious  prefenceot  God  by  a  fpirit 
of  convi(5lion  and  confolation.  For  no  fooner  were 
thefe  outward  troubles  removed,  but  there  were 
evident  iinprefTions  upon  the  minds  of  a  number 
of  my  family  and  fchool,  which  fqon  became  uni- 
verfal,  inform ach  that  fcarcely  one  remained  who 
did  not  feel  a  greater  or  lefs  degree  of  it,  till  the 
whole  lump  feemed  to  be  leavened  by  it,  and  love^ 
peace,  joy,  faiisfadion  and  contentment  rcigrjed 
through  the  whole. 

The  23d  day  of  January  was  kept  as  a  day  of 
folemn  fafting  and  prayer,  on  which  I  gathered  a 
church  in  this  college,  and  fchool,  which  confided 
of  twenty-feven  members,  and  three  added  fince  j 
on  which  occafion  they  folemnly  renewed  their 
oath  of  allegiance  toChrift,  and  intire  devotednefs 
of  body  and  foul,,  and  all  endowments  of  both, 
without  '•eferve  to  God,  for  time  and  eternity. — 
And  a  folemn  and  joyful  day  it  was,  for  they  re- 
joyced,  (many  of  them  at  leaftj  at  the  oath,  as 
having  fworn  with  the  whole  heart.  The  Lord 
make  us  fteadfaft  in  his  covenant,  and  enable  us 
by  his  grace,  on  which  alofte  we  depend,  to  per- 
form unto  him  our  vows,  and  never  more  fuffer 
among  us  an  evil  heart  of  unbelief  in  departing 
from  God,  nor  any  root  of  bitterhefs,  refulting 
from  it,  to  fpring  up  in  this  feminary  to  the  difho-' 

nor 
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nor  of  God,  or  to  obIlru6l  the  growth  and  progrcfs 

of  true  religion  in  this  fchool  of  tke  prophets,    to 
thelateft  pofterity. 

The  cbart'er  of  this  fchool  requiring  a  meeting 
of  the  corporation  within  a  year  from  thedaie  of  it, 
I  did  therefore,  as  was  requifue,  to  fave  the  forfei- 
ture of  it>  call  a  meeting  of  the  truftees,  on  the 
22d  day  ot  October. -—At  which  meeting  it  was  pro- 
poted  to  the  truftees  whether  fomething  could  not 
be  done  by  them  to  perpetuate  the  name,  and  deed 
of  iVIr.  Jofhua  Moor,  late  of  Mansfield  in  Conne<5li' 
cut  deceas*d  ;  who  was  the  firft  confiderable  bene- 
factor to  the  fchooJ  when  it  was  obfcure,  and  by 
many  cfteem'd  contemptible,  and  after  taking  th^ 
matter  into  confideratioHj  it  was  refoived  that  they 
had  no  right  by  the  charter  to  do  any  thing  in  that 
matter,  and  that  the  charter  gives  the  truftees  no 
right  of  jurifdidti^n  but  over  the  college  ;  and  that 
the  fchool  remains  flill  under  the  fame  patronage, 
authority  and  jurifdifjtion,  as  it  was  under  before 
ihe  charter  was  given. 

And  it  was  alio  refoived,  at  the  fame  time,  that 
the  college  as  well  as  the  fchool,  foould  continue 
under  perental  government  as  the  fchool  has  hither- 
to been,  till  they  fhould  find  occafion  to  alter  it. 
But  if  God  lliall  pleafe  graciouQy  to  continue  the_ 
fame  influence  upon  the  minds  of  the  (ludents,  as 
there  has  hitherto  been,  there  will  never  be  need  of 
any  other  form  of  government  to  the  end  of  time, 
nor  any  other  or  greater  trouble  in  that  matter, 
than  only  to  point  out  to  the  ftudents  what  is  right 
and  well-pleafing  to  God,  and  what  is  not  fo. 
The  Lord  grant  this  may  be  our  happy  cafe. 

Befides  a  folemn  profefTion  before  mentioned,  as 
required  of  all  Englifli  youth    who  are  admitted  as 
charity  fcholars  into  this  fchool,   there  are  alfo  re- 
quired 
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quired  fufficient  bonds,  that  in  cafe  providence  fhali 
open  a  door  for  their  ferving  the  Redeemer  in  that 
capacity,  and  they  are  not  prevented  by  unavoida- 
ble providence,  fuch  as  ficknefs,  or  death,  and  they 
withdraw  from  that  purpofe,  for  tke  fake  of  other 
more  agreeable,  or  profitable  fervice,  or  by  their 
own  condu^  render  themfelves  unmeet  for  the  fa- 
cred  work,  they  Oiall  refund  to  the  fchool  what 
has  been  expended  for  their  education,  till  full 
compenfation  be  made  therefor. 

The  number  of  charity  fchqlars  now  belonging 
to  this  fchool  is  twenty-four,  of  which  eighteen,  are 
Englilh  who  are  fittmg  for  miffionaries — and  five 
of  them  are  Indians,  one  of  which  I  am  alfo  fit- 
ting for  a  miCionary — and  another  of  mix'd  blood, 
whofe  profeffion  of  love  to  Chrift,  and  earneft  de- 
fire  to  bcinftrumeotal  of  good  to  fouls,  has  recom- 
mended him  to  fuch  a  tryaL  One  of  the  Eng- 
lifh  youth  before-mentioned  is  a  great,  mailer  of 
the  languages  of  the  Six  Nations,  havmg  Lived 
with  them  for  eight  or  ten  years  till  he  was  natu- 
ralized :  about  three  of  which  years  he  ferved  as 
interpreter  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mofeley,  a  mifiionary, 
employed  by  the  Hon.  Bofton  Board.  I  took  this 
youth  with  a  view  to  his  inftruding  my  ftudents  ia 
thofe  languages,  while  I  am  fitting  him  for  a  mif- 
fion. 

There  are  alfo,  befides  thefe,  two  who  have  gone 
through  with  their  learning,  and  were  graduated 
at  Yale  College  above  a  year  ago,  viz.  Mr.  Avery, 
who  was  appointed  to  amifiion  with  Mr.  Kirtland 
laft  fpring,  but  was  prevented  by  fieknefs,  and  is 
now  preaching  to  the  Indians  on  Long-lfland,  and 
defigns  if  his  health  will  allow,  to  enter  upon  the 
propofed  miffion  as  foon  as  the  feaf®n  favours  it. 
The  other  who  was  graduated  with  him,   is  Mr. 

Macclure 
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Maccluer,  who  is  at  prefent  the  teacher  of  thif 
fehoo). 

I  have  at  prefent  a  profyt&y  if  God  fhall  graci- 
oufly  coiitinue  his  favours,  that  ihere  will  be  four 
befides  Mr.  Avery  well  fitted  and  qualified  to  en- 
ter upon  thebufinefs  of  miffionaries  in  the  wilder- 
neOs  next  fpring.  And  notwithftanding  the  pro- 
grefs  of  ray  defign  of  fending  fnifllofiaries  among 
the  Onondagas,  &c.  mentioned  in  the  laft  narra- 
tive printed  fn  England,  has  been  unhappily  ob- 
ftruded,  I  hope  God  is  now  preparing  thofe  who 
will  focn  go  among  them  in  the  fpirit  and  power 
ef  E'i^s.  And  whereas  fomething  has  been  al- 
ready faid  rcfpedling  the  matter,  and  manner  of.di- 
verfion  recommended  to  the  ftudcnts  of  this  col- 
lege, and  fchool,  and  it  may  be  expedienr,  for 
feveral  reafons,  ro  make  the  public  more  fully  ac- 
quainted with  it,  I  fhall  therefore  here  infert  fome- 
thing relative  thereto  from  the  orders  and  rules 
concluded  upon^  and  recommended  co  be  obfcrved 
by  them.     Which  is  as  follows. 

"  And  whereas  the  firft  object  of  this  inflitution 
*'  is  the  civilizing  and  chrifcianizing  the  Indians, 

"  Therefore,  in  order  to  naturalise  them,  and 
"  lead  them  into  an  underftanding  of  proper  culti- 
**  vation  of  lands,  and  fuch  manual  arts  as  are  ufe- 
"  ful,  and  neceOary  in  civilized  life,  and  remove 
"  their  obftinatc  prejudices  againft  the  pradife  of 
*'  the  fame,  and  bring  them  into  an  eftecm  of  it,  as 
*'  worthy  and  becoming  men,  and  chriftians  ;  and 
"  alfo  as  a  means  to  prefervfe  the  health  of  all 
**  both  Indians  and  Engllfh — leflen  the  expenqe  of 
*'  an  education,  and  make  way  that  a  greater  num- 
"  ber  may  partake  of  the  benefit.  And  alfo, 
"  whereas  by  the  generous  donations  made  to  this 
•'  fchool  of  a  fertile  foil,  convenient  for  improvc- 

"  menr. 
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«*  mcnt,  whereby  the  channel  of  their  diverfionS 
*'  may>bc  turned  from  that  which  is  puerile,  fucH 
^'i  as  playing  with  balls,  bowls,  and  other  ways  of 
*«  dixerfion,  as  have  been  ncceflarily  gone  into  by 
"  ftudents  in  other  places  for  want  of  an  opportu- 
'*  nityjto  exercife  themfclvcs  in  that  which  is  more" 
"  ufcful,  and  better  calculated  to  anfwer  all  the 
"  great  and  good  ends  propofed,  and  many  others 
''  which  cant  be  propofed  in  the  aforefaid  methods 
">  of  diverfion,  it  is  therefore  carneftly  rccom- 
'.'  mended  to  the  ftudents,  both  in  college  ^nd 
"  fchool,  ,^.       .  , 

"  ift.  That  ail  the  Englifli  ftudents, in  the  col* 
"  lege,  and  fchool,  treat  the  Indian  children  with 
'.'  care,  tcndernefs,  and  kindnefs,  as  younger  bre- 
^'  thren,  arid  as  may  be  moft  conducive  to  the 
*'  great  ends  propofed. 

»*  2.  That  they  turti  the  courfe  of  tKcir  diverfions; 
«*  and  exercifcs  for  their  health,  to  the  praiflice  of 
"  feme  maaual  arts,  or  cultivation  of  gardens,  and 
"  othe'"  lands,  at  the  proper  hours  of  leifure,  and 
'*  intermifiion  from  ftudy,  and  vacancies  in  the 
"  college  and  fchool. 

"  3.  That  no  Engliflifcholar,  whether  fupport- 
*^  ed  by  charity,  or  otherwife,  ffiall,  at  any  time 
^*  fpeak  diminutively  of  the  praftice  of  labour,  or 
".  by  any  means  caft  contempt  upon  it,  or  by  word 
"  or  a^ion,  endeavour  to  difcredit,  or  difcourage 
"  the  fame,  on  penalty  of  his  being  obliged,  aC 
'«  the  difcretion  of  the  prefident,  or  tutor,  to  per- 
"  form  the  fame,  or  the  equivalejjt  to  that  which 
"  he  attempted  thus  todifcrfedif,  or  elfe,  (if  he 
"  be  not  a  charity  fcholar)  to  hire  the  fame  done- 
"  by  others  •,  or,  in  cafe  of  refufal,  and  obftinacj^ 
".  in  this  offence,  that  he  be  difmififed  from  college, 
"  and  dfenied  all  the  privileges  and  honors  of  it. 
^"    -  E     i  '     tt  4'  That 
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**  4-  That  no  fcholar  fhall  be  employed  \n  h- 
•*  bour  in  the  hours  of  ftudy,  or  fo  as  to  intcrupt 
*'  him  in  his  ftudics,  unlcfs  upon  fpecial  emcrgcn- 
**  c»cs  ^nd  with  liberty  obtained  from  the  piefi- 
**  dent  or  a  tutor. 

*'  5.  That  accounts  be  faithfully  kept  of  all 
**  the  labour  fo  done  by  them,  either  for  the  pro- 
"  curing"  provifions  for  the  fupport  of  the  college 
•*  and  fchool,  or  that  which  Ihall  be  for  real  and 
"  lading  advantage  to  this  inftitution  ;  and  fuch 
"  accounts  fhall  be  properly  audited,  and  a  record 
*»  kept  of  the  fame,  for  the  benefit  of  fuch  fcho- 
•'  lars,  if  they  Ihould  be  called  by  the  providence 
*'  of  God  to  withdraw  from  their  purpofe  of  fer- 
**  ving  as  mifTionaries  in  the  wildernefs,  or  to  leavtf 
*'  the  fervice  before  they  have  reafonably  compen- 
•'  fated  the  expence  of  their  education. 

"  6.  That  fuch  as  are  not  charity  fcholars,  but 
*'  pay  for  their  education,  may  have  liberty  to  la- 
"  bour  tor  the  benefit  of  the  inflitution,  at  fuch" 
*'  times  as  are  afligned  to  charity  fcholars,  and  the' 
*'  juft  value  of  their  labour  be  accounted  towards 
•*  the  expence  of  their  fupport. 

"  7.  That  no  frefhman  fhall  be  taken  off*.  Of 
"  prevented  labour,  by  any  errand  for  an  under- 
**  graduate,  without  liberty  obtained  from  the 
•*  prefrdentora  tutor. 

**  N.  B.  Occafional  errands  and  fervices  for  the' 
•*  college  aHd  fchool,  are  notdcfigned  to  be  ac- 
•'  counted,  nor  their  procuring  fuel  for  their  fires, 
•*  and  things  equivalent  for  their*n  or  their  cham- 
*'  bei's  ufe  in  particular,  nor  any  thing  which  (halt 
•*  not  be  of  real,  or  lafling  benefit  for  the  whole, 
"  unlefs  in  cafes  where  they  are  incapacitated  for 
!*  labour,  and  yet  are  able  to  perform  fuch  er- 
'  "  rands 
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**  rands  in  tKc  room  of  thofe  who  can,  and  dp  Ja- 
"  bour  in  their  ftrad. 

*•  Laflly,  That  this  Indian  charity  fchool,  con- 
•*  ncfted  with  Dartmouth-College,  be  conftantly 
"  hereafter,  and  forever,  called  and  known  by  the 
"  name  ©f  Mo6r*s  School" 

Moreover,  poor  youth,  who  {hall  fcek  an  edu- 
cation here,  at  their  own  expence,  may  not  only 
have  the  advantage  of  paying  any  part  ofthar,  by 
turning  their  nccelTary  dive; Tions  to  manual  labour^ 
but  alio,  as  all  that  will  be  paid  by  fuch  as  fupporc 
themfclves,  ^111  be  difpofed  of  tor  the  fupport  of 
the  Indian  children,  or  other  charity  fcholars,  and 
therefore,  whatever  cloathing,  or  provifions  fhall 
be  neccflary  for  tbc  fchool,  will  l?e  good  piay  as  % 
rcafonablc  price. 

But  as  this  inftitution  is  primarily  defigned  to 
chriftianize  the  heatken^  that  is,  tb  form  the  minds, 
and  manners  of  their  children,  to  the  rules  of  relir 
gion,  and  virtue ;  and  to  educate  pious  youth  of  the 
Englill)  to  bear  the  Reedeemer's  name  among  theni 
in  the  wildernefs-,  and  fe:o4idanly  to  educate  mctt 
perfons  for  the  facred  work  of  the  minlftry  in  the 
churches  of  Chrift  among  the  Englifh  ;  To  it  is  of 
the  laft,  and  very  fpccial  importance,  that  all  who 
f^jall  be  admitted  here  in  any  capacity,  and  efpeci- 
ally  for  an  educatiofi,  be  of  fober,  blamelefs,  and 
religious  behaviour,  that  neither  Indian  children, 
npr  others,  may  be  in  danger  of  infeftionby  exam- 
ples which  arc  not  fuitable  for  their  imitation. 
And  accordingly  I  think  it  proper,  to  let  the  world 
know,  there  is  no  encouragement  given  that  fuch 
as  arc  vain,  idle,  triflmg,  fielh-pleafing*,  or  fuch 
as  are,  on  any  account,  vitious,  or  immoral,  will 
^e  admitted  here  ;  or  if  fuchihould,  by  difguifing 
E  2  themfelyes 
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tbemfelves,  obtain  admittance,  that  they  will  be 
allowed  to  continue  n^embers  of  this  reminary, 
after  they  are  known  to  be  fuch  :  nor  will  it  be 
well  taken,  if,  on  any  pretence  v/hacfoever,  any 
fhall  attennpt  to  introduce,  or  impofe  any  youth 
upon  this  feminary^  whofe  chara6ler  fhall  be  in- 
congruous to,  and  militates  agamft  the  higheft, 
chiefeft,  and  deareft  interefts  of  the  firft  objefts  of 
it.-  '    ~     ■.  '■        ■' 

And  it  is  my  purpofe,  by  the  grace  of  God,  to 
leave  nothing  undone  within  my  power,  which  i5 
fuitable  to  be  done,  that  this  fchool  ot  the  prophets 
may  be,  and  long  continue  to  be^  a  pure  fountain. 
And  I  do  with  my  whole'  heart,  will  this  my  pur- 
pofe to  all  my  fuccejfors  in  the  prefidency  of  this  fe- 
sninary,  to  the  latell  pofterity  •,  and  it  is  my  lad 
will,  never  to  be  revoked,  and  to  God  I  commit 
it,  and  my  only  hope  and  confidence  for  the  exe- 
cution of  it,  is  in  him  alone,  who  has  already  done 
great  things  for  it,  and  does  ft  ill  own  it  as  his  caufe  ° 
«nd  blelTed  be  his  name,  that  eve/y  prefent  mem- 
ber of  it,  as  well  as  great  numbers  abroad,  I  truft, 
do  jom  their  hearty  amen   with  me, 

Lknow  my  honor'd  patrons  in  Europe  will  do  (o, 
and. fupport  and  encourage  this  purpofe,  with  all 
their  great,  united,  and  cKtenfive  influence  ;  and  i 
have  alfo  the  fullefl:  affurancc  that  the  honourable 
board  of  truftees  here,  are  united  with  one  heart 
therein,  and  will  to  the  utmoft  of  their  power, 
guard  againft  all  temptations,  and  occafions  of  cor- 
ruption, which  have  been  fo  fatal  to  the  pious  de- 
jfigns  of  fome  other  feminaries. 

His  excellency  governor  Wentworth,  among 
many  other  expreflions  of  his  care,  and  zeal  to  pre 
ferve  the  purity  snd  fecure  the  well  being  of  this 
'-  -  feminarvs 
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feminarys  againft  fuch  evils  as    have  been    the  ruin 
6f,  or  at  leaft,  have  a  very  threatning  afpccl    upon, 
'others  which   have  come    within   his    knowledge, 
^has  infilled  upon  it,  as  a   condition  of  location,  to 
which   alfo  all   the    truftees    hav6  cheerfully  fub- 
fcribed,   that  whcr  vtr  it  (hould    be  fixed,  there 
|houid  be  a  fociety  or   at   leaft  three  ,^iies  fquare, 
Which  fhould  be  under  the    jurifdidiion  of  the  col- 
lege, that  thereby  unwholfome  inhabitants  may  be 
|)revented  fetthng,  and   all  hurtful,  or  dangerous 
connedions  with  them,  or  pradices  among  "them, 
'may  be  feafonably  difcover'd,  and   effcdually   pre- 
vented in  a  legal  way  ;  which  thing  is  Immediately 
to  be  effedcd  ;  and  thereby  the   laid  parifli  will  be 
h  under  thecontroul  of  the  coliege,  as  that  it  will 
.be  difficult  for  any  to  make  a  fetclement  near  to  it, 
or  any  tradefman   be   accomodated  fo  as  to  com- 
mence any  connexions  with  it,  who   Ihall  not  be 
vyell  recommended  thereto,  by  a  life  and  converfa- 
tion  ftriclly  virtuous  and   religious.     Accordingly 
every  poflible  precaution  is  uled  to   introduce  fuch 
fettlers,  and  cfpecially     fuch    tradefmen,    as   the 
fchool  muft  necefTariiy  have  dependance    upon,  as 
Ihoemakers,    taylors,  &c.    and  only   fuch,     whofd 
moral  and  religious  characters  are  well  known  and! 
eftabiifhcd  ;  not  that  any  think  that  this  benefit  can 
be  efFeClually  fecured,   or    that  the   evils,    we  are 
guarding,  and  providing  againft,  can  be  efFedlually 
avoided,  by  the  mere  wifdom,  or   prudence  of  any 
man,  but  that  nothing  may  be  wanting  on  our  parr^ 
while  we  depend  upon  God  alone  to  build  up  this 
caufe  for  the  honor  of  his  own  great  name. 

And  as  the  youth  who  are  fitting  for  miflionaries 
have  generally  no  conneftionsjor  obligations  to  call 
them  abroad,  they  williikely  continue  here  till  they 
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^re  fitted  to  enter  immediately  upon  the  Ijufinefa 
they  are  defigncd  for,  by  which  means,  it  is  hoped, 
they  may  efcape  many  fnares,  temptations  and  dif* 
advantages,  which  young  graduates  from  other 
colleges  have  been  often  expofed  to  before  they 
could  be  qualified  for,  or  find  a  door  opened  in 
providence,  tq  enter  upon  the  particular  bufincfs, 
and  calling  of  their  livps. 

And  as  thefe  have  a  bufinefs  for  life  already  pro* 
yided  for  them,  and  a  Calling  which  is  fo  honorable 
in  itfelf,  and  fo  delightful  in  its  nature  to  all  who 
are  fiird  with  love  to  Chrift,  and  compaflTion  to  the 
perifiiing  fouls  of  men,  and  fuch  a  manududtion 
into  it,  without  burdenfome  cares  and  expence  to 
themfelvej,  and  fuch  a  friendly  and  fatherly  patro- 
nage to  depend  upon,  under  God,  for  their  out- 
ward fupport,  and  fubfiftance  in  life,  and  alfo  fuch 
fatherly  afliftance,  as  they  may  expert,  in  all  emer- 
gencies of  any  kind,  as  occafion  (hall  require.  I 
think  they  arc  furnilhed  with  confiderations,  abun- 
dantly fufficient  to  overballance  many,  and  eve^ 
ail  ihofe  which  flefli  and  carnal  fenfe  may  fuggeft, 
againft  their  chufiRg  fuch  a  fcrvice.  And  if  God 
fhould  gracioufly  pour  out  his  fpirit  upon  all  par- 
ties of  chriftians,  and  take  away  that  party  fpirit, 
apd  biggotry  which  has  been  fo  ftupidly  conncfled 
vfith  their  names,  whereby  the  fpoufe  of  Chrift  has 
been  fo  fhamefully  disjointed  and  deform'd,  and 
caufe  all  with  one  heart  zealoufly  to  improve  the 
feveral  funds  facred  to  this  purpofc,  and  with  a 
Paullike,  or  rather  Chriftlike  fpirit,  rejoyce  in  eacH 
others  fuccefies  as  their  own,  how  encouraging 
would  the  profpe£l  be  ?  For  this  I  truft  numbers 
are  earneftly  and  daily  fupplicaiing  the  throne  of 
divine  grace. 

I  hope 
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I  hope  the  profpeits,  ^*hich  the  imperfcA  hintS^ 
I  have  here  given,  of  a  dcor  opening,  by  the  grace 
a:nd  favour  of  God  towards  this  irftltution,  for  tht 
education  of  pious  youth  for  the  fervice  of  the 
churches  of  Chrift,  and  that  alt  an  eafier  rate,  and 
more  out  of  the  way  of  rcmptation,  than  an  educa- 
tjon  has  been  ufually  obtained  heretofote,  will  en- 
courage the  faints  ftill  more  acd  ftior^  to  help  for- 
ward the  defign,  by  redoubling  their  ardour  at 
the 'throne  of  God's  grace  for  his  guidance  and 
diredtion,  and  bl^fling  thereon^  And  we  are  not 
to  think  it  ftrange  if  we  fee,  and  feel  the  cffe£ls  of 
envy,  and  enmity  towards  it  5  as  the  caufc  of  real 
vital  religion.  Satan  has  not  been  wanting  already 
to  ftiew  himfelf  much  difquieted  upon  this  occafi- 
on  ;  but,  blefFcd  be  God,  he  has  hiihcrtb  found 
nothing  but  lies  to  reproach  it  withj  and  I  hope  in 
God  he  never  will. 

And  as  the  wcll-wifliers  to  this  undertaking,  and 
efpecially  fuch  as  have  generoufty  contributed  to 
advance  it  hitherto,  and  fuch  as  have  ability  and 
difpofiiion  now  to  put  a  helping  hand,  at  a  jundurc 
when  expences  for  building,  and  putting  thefc 
lands  under  proper  improvement,  are  neceflarily 
great,  would  likely  be  glad  to  know  my  prcfent 
objeft,  and  the  plan  which  I  am  ncxtlyj  and  imme* 
diately  puifuing.^  I  therefore  think  proper  to  in- 
form them,  that  as  foon  as  the  feafon  favours,  I 
pUrpofe,  by  divine  leave,  to  finiih  the  buildings 
which  I  have  begun,  in  the  plaineft  asd  cheapeft 
manner,  and  put  as  much  of  the  lands,  belonging 
to  the  fchool,  as  I  can,  under  the  mofl-  profitable 
cultivation  ;  and  alfo  to  fet  up  a  faw-mill,  and  a 
grift- mill,  on  a  ftream  running  through  faid  lands  ; 
and  alfo  to  build  a  large  barn,  all  for  the  ufe  and 

advantage 
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^vantsge  of  the  fchool  -,  all  which  appear  to  be  ol 
jprefent  neceflity  for  the  fame.  And  I  hope  by  the. 
blcfiing  of  God  upon  endeavours,  foon  to  be  able 
to  give  the  public  an  account  of  (bme  fcores  of  In- 
dian youth  and  others  fupported  by  the  produce 
of  thefe  lands,  with  but  littJe expence  tothefund.  , 
.,  And  1  would  alfo  take  this  opportunity  to  advift 
thegenerous  fubfcribers,  in  the  colony  of  Connec- 
ticut, and  province  of  the  MalTachufctts  Bay,  &c.^ 
who  have  not  yet  paid  their  fubfcript'^ons,  made  in 
the  years  1755,  and  following,  for  the  only  ufe, 
benefit,  and  lupport  of  this  fchool,  (the  yearly  in- 
tereft  whereefwas  payable  on  condition,  and  fo  long 
ais  the  fchool  Ihould  be  continued,  and  the  principal 
to  become  payable  as  foori  as  the  fchool  (bould  be- 
come a  body  corporate,  andjhereby  capable  of  the 
tenia  re  and  difpofal  of  land,  &cj  that  I  fuppofe  the 
faid  flibfcriptions  arc  now  become  payafble  by  this 
incorporation,  according  to  the  true  defign,  and  in- 
tention of  the  pious  fubfcribers-,  and  that  there  wili 
likely  never  bt  an  opportunity  for  applying  the 
fame,. when  they  will  be  more  needed,  or  when  it 
may  be  done  more  agreeable  to  their  true  intention, 
than  the  prefcnt  is,  by  putting  the  lands  under 
improvement,  for  the  ufe,  and  fupport  of  th6 
fchool  i  which,  I  apprehend,  will  be  of  greater  ad- 
vantage to  it  than  tenfold  the  lawful  intcreft  of  the 
money. 

And,  as  it  has  not  been  pradlicable  for  me  to 
write  the  benefa(5tors  to  this  inftitution  particularly, 
either  in  Europe,  or  America,  Imuft  pray  them  to 
accept  of  this  public  exprefiion  of  my  gratitude  for 
their  refpedive  liberalities,  and  pray  them  to  be- 
lieve that  only  through  my  continual  croud  of  bu- 
iinefs,  ind  not  iti  the  lead  through  want  of  grateful , 

fentiments 
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feDtlments  of  their  generofity,  have  I  been  pre- 
vented writing  them  in  particular.  The  Lord 
reward  them  a  thoufand  fold,  in  that  which  is  not 
corruptible  ;  and  grant  they  may  never  find  occa- 
fion  to  regret  their  havinb;  opened  their  hands  for 
futh  i,  benevolent  purpolc. 

And  as  thisinftitution  is  become  the  joy  of  fuch 
as  have  been  praying  for  Z ion's  prorpenty,  fo  it  is 
not  ftrange  if  the  rifing  of  it  to  its  prefent  height, 
filould  move  the  envy  of  men  of  another  fpirit, 
who  have  been  trying  in  vain  to  crufh  it.  And 
though  I  may  give  offence  to  fuch  (and  nothing 
will  offend  them  fooner  than  the  truth)  yet  I  will 
venture  to  appeal  to  all  gentlemen,  and  chriftians 
of  every  denomination,  who  have  the  fpirit,  and 
genius  of  fuch,  whether  it  be  not  mean,  and  be- 
neath gentlemen,  and  bafe  and  vile  for  chriftians, 
when  they,orany  party  of  them,  cant  injure,difcredic 
or  overfet  a  defign  by  faying  all  that  is  true  of  it, 
yet,  rather  than  not  accomplifli  fo  bafe  an  end,  will 
plot  to  do  it  by  Qandcrs,  fallhoods,  and  mifrepre- 
fentations  ;  and  this  not  only  by  private  whifper- 
ings,  and  falfe  infmuations  to  all  about  them,  as 
they  have  opportunity,  but  by  letters  fent  abroad 
to  be  concealed  from  the  injured  party,  which  are 
replete  with  fuch  flanders,  as  may  belt  enable  thofe 
to  whom  they  are  fent,  to  aft  the  part  of  whifper- 
ers,  and  aflaflins  like  themfelves,  only  with  this 
difference,  that  the  latter  do  it,  with  the  advantage 
of  the  credit,  and  authority  of  the  former,  added 
tp  their  own  ;  and  the  iftore  refpeftable  the  parties 
from  whom,  and  to  whom  fuch  falfe  infmuations 
are  fent ;  and  the  more  out  of  the  reach  of  being 
detefted  they  are,  the    greater  is  the  evil. 

I  hare  had  opporc  unity  for  fome  experience  of 
F  lilts. 
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this,  and  cfpecially  in  aninftancc  that  has  come  to 
my  cercain  knowledge  •,  and  there  being  rumours 
among  my  fdends,,  of  fuch,  clandeftinc  machina- 
tions, and  undermining  dtVices,  now,  or  of  laie, 
on  fpor,  aa'ainll  ihis  intlitution  j  I^yrculd  therefore 
humbly  requcllall  ^ho  -are  \Villing  to  know  ifie 
truth,  and  form  their  doings  according  to  the  laws 
of  Chrift-^  ihaf.they  woui.cl  'let  me  know,  fuch 
flinders  as  may  be  propagate^  on  either  fide  the 
water,  and  give  me  opportunity  to  fpeak  for 
myfelf,  before  they  ate  received  as  true,  and  im- 
proved asai.nft  ,me,  or  this  inflitutlon,  as  fuch.    ■ 

Since  I  entered  upon  the  execution  of  the  plan^ 
of  which  I  have  been  giving  an  account,  I  have 
neither  heard,  or  known  of  any  man,  who  either 
has  known  t.he  affair,  or  was. in  a  capacity  to  know 
it^  and  exprefied  any  defire  to  be  informed,  who 
has  i-n  any  rcfpetft  difapproved  the  plan,  or  any 
flep  I  have. taken  in  the  execution  of  it,  but  on  the 
contrary,  it  has.,  fo  far  as  1  know,  been  univerfal- 
]y  approved  excepting  that  a  dear  brother,  when 
I  was  .under  tljiofc  trying  circumflance-s  on  the  ar- 
ri'Val  of  my  family  into  this  wildernefs,  before  I  was 
prepajed  to  receive  them,  queried  whether  I  had 
rot  puihed  too  hard  to  accomplifh  fo  great  an  af- 
fair a-s  removing  fo  far,  (near  two  hundred  milesj 
ar>d  fettling  my  family,  and  fchgol,  in  this  wilder- 
nefs, in  fo  Ihort  a  time.  But  I  think  the  event 
has  fully   decided  the  queftion    in  my  favour. 

What  I  havebeen,  and  ftill  am  doing,  has  not 
been  in  a  lee  ret  corner,  but  in  the  light  ot  the 
noon-day  fun,  and  under  the  obfcrvation,  and  liable 
to  the  cenfures  of  thoufands  of  all  denominations  ; 
and  I  have,  ^and  ftill  do,  always,  lie  open  to  be  re- 
proved, and  convi<5led  of  miftake,  or  inflriide'd, 
and  advifed,by  any,  and  all,  who  have  proper  oc-^ 

cafion 
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fion  for  it ;  and  thpl^aft  hint  of  a   fufpicion  that  I 
am  wrqfngfc  is  eaougfi  to  difpofe  me,  at  any  time,  to 
review,  and  cunfidef  whether   I  am  rig^t,   or  not. 
I  eflcedb  it  to  be  my  intereft  to  know  if  I    am    nat 
doing  the  will  of  God  j  and  I  do  account   him  my 
truell  frcnd    who  will,  at  any  time,  advife  me  of- 
my  errors.     The  caufc,  which  is  my  objeft,  I  veri* 
ly  believe   to  be  God's   own,  and   therefore  have 
con6dcr\ce  thatthcr d'evitc^  of  its  enemies  againfl" 
it,  will,  fooner  Qr  later,  l?e'  confounded.     And  I 
hope  in  God,,  who  h^a  th?' hearts  of  allin  his  hands, 
that  he  will  yet  raife  up'befiefaftors  tb'makc   pro- 
vifion  for  the  fupply  of  its  riecenjcies  ;  and  particu- 
larly  for  thelafting  fupport  d|  the  prefident,  and 
necefifary  inftrudors  -,  &that  the  wildernefs  will  be 
made  glad,-  and  thoufarad?  b^  made  to/ee  and  par- 
take of  the  grc^t  falvation,  by  this  means,  to  the 
glory   of   fovercign  grace.
